COMPLAINT 


1. This action arises under the Fifth Amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States of Amorica, under the Veteranst 


Preferance Act of 1944, Act of June 27, ioaa, 5 U.S.C. Sec. 851, 863, 


- and under the Act of August 2, 1939, 18 U.S.C., Sec. 61 (1), as here- 


inafter more fully appearss The matter in controversy exceeds, exclusive 
of interest and costs, the sum of three thousand dollara, 

2. The plaintiff for more than seventeen years has been 6 
permanent civil service employee with the title of machinist in the Boston 
Naval Shipyard. As a veteran with overseas service in the last World War, 
he is entitled to the protection of the Veterans' Preference Act of 1944, 
6 U.S.Ce, Sece 851 ot Soge 

3. On December 13, 1946, the plaintiff received notice from 
defendant that he was to be suspended without pay for 50 days, etfantive 
December 16, 1946, as a preliminary to removal from the federal service 
30 days thereafter. The grounds for this removal were unsupported allega- 
tions that the plaintiff had been a member and officer of the Commnist 
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Party, Malden Branch, and a member of the Daily Worker Pross 
Club, and that as a result there was a reasonable doubt as to 
his loyalty to the Government of the United States such as to 
invoke the application of Sec. 9A of the Act of August 2, 1939, 
18. UeSeCe, Seo. G1 (1). A copy.of the said notice is attached 


hereto as Appendix A. 


_ 4. On December 30, 1946, the plaintiff was called 
‘pefore a board representing defendant in his capacity as the 
Commander, Boston Naval Shipyard. At this proceeding no 
evidence was brought forward by representatives of the Navy 
in support of the allegations contained in the said notice of 
December 13, 1946, dad: although the plaintiff requested that 


he be told the source of the allegations and be permitted to - 


confront and cross-examine witnesses who would testify to the 
truth thereof, this request was refused. Moreover, the 
opportunity to present witnesses on his behalf and to be Fepres 
~ gented by counsel was denied the plaintiff even though he had: 
made formal pemuaee therefor by letter addressed to defendant 
and dated December 19, 1946. A copy of the stenographic trans- 


soript of such proceeding is attached hereto as Appendix B. 


5. At such proceeding the plaintiff asserted his 
loyalty to the United States and @nied unequivocally that he 
is or has evor been a momber of ‘the Communi st Party or of any 
branch or constituent aie the ---~ 
Malden Branch or the Daily Worker Fress Club, or of any group 
advocating the overthrow of the United States Govermment. In sup= 


port of such assertion of loyalty the plaintiff submitted to the 


said board eleven affidavits from, among others, fellow employees and ¢ 


: officials and divic leaders of his home town of Malden. ‘Neither his

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statement nor the affidavits have been questioned or controverted 
by the defendant. They stand, therefore, as a complete denial of 
the charges embodied in the said notice of December 13, 1946. 
Copies of such affidavits are attached hereto as Appendices C-1- through 
Cw1l. ; : 
6.. ‘Subsoudent to sigh: proceuding, the defendant 

transmitted a notice to the plaintiff on January 2, 1947, that he 
would be removed from federal employment on January 20, 1947. 
A copy of said notice is attached hereto as Appendix D. 

7. On Jamuary 8, 1947, tho @fendant advised the plain- 
tiff that he had determined that the plaintiff is not entitled 
to payment for his accumlated deemed iaave, which totalled 
$806.40, more or less, as of December 13, 1946.: 3 

8. As an overseas vetoran of the First World War, the 
plaintiff is entitled to’ the protection of the Veterans! Preference 
Aot of 1944,°5 UsS.C., Seo. 851, and under Sec. 14 of this act, 
5 U.S.0., Sec.863, he yes the right to appeal to the Civil 
Service Commission fro the adverse deoision of the defendant. ‘The

On December 31, 1946 Commander SPELLMAN, Efficiency Appeals Officer, 
Boston Navy Yard, came to the office accompanied by Agent REGINALD 
SAVAGE, ONI. He advised that he had received instructions from.the 
Bureau of Personnell, Washington, D. C., to discharge subject from 
his position at the Boston Navy Yard, that subject had presented 
affidavits indicating that he was not a Commmist and that apparently 
the only reason for his being fired was a report received by the 
Bureau of Personnel from our Bureau in Washington dadi cabins that 
subject was a member of the Communist Party. 


Conmander SPELIMAN stated that his only purpose in visiting the 
Boston Office was to ascertain definitely that the source of our 
information was a reliable one. He was advised simply that the 
source of the Bureau's information was a reliable onee 


From Commander MITCHELL, ONI, Agent SAVAGE's superior officer, it 

was determined that Commander SPELLMAN had already received 

identical informtion from ONI, namely, that the source of this 
information in our file was reliable, but apparently he was not 
satisfied and desired to secure the information direct from this office. 
It would appear that Commander SPELLMAN actually desired to have the 
source divulged to him, but of course this was not donee

Mr. GERALD McCARTHY, AUSA, Boston, telephoned this office at 10:5 a.m. 
January ats 1947, advising that JOHN GALARDI, above, had brought a civil action, 
#6358, U. S. District Court, Boston, Mass., against Conmander W. M. HAGUE, USN, 
Navy Yard, Boston, Mass., seeking a restraining order against his, GALARDI's, 
discharge from the U. S. Navy Yard, where he is employed as a machinist, be- 
cause of the allegation that he is a member of the Communist Party, USA. ~~ 


Mr. McCARTHY advised that GALARDI, on the charge of being a Communist, 
was discharged from the Navy Yard, under Title 18, Section 61I, which provides 
for the discharge of anyone belonging to any political organization which ad- 
vocates the overthrow of the government of the United States by force or violence. 
Mr, McCARTHY advised that GALARDI has already obtained a temporary restraining 
order, the petition being filed yesterday. The petition is returnable Monday 
next, January 20. Mr. McCARTHY continued that the basis of the action is 
violation of Title 18, Section 611, as well as Title 5, Sections 851 and 863, 
of the U. S. Code. He states that he understands GALARDI is, or has been, an 
officer in the branch of the Communist Party. ; a 


“Mr. McCARTHY said that he called our office to confirm this and was- 
advised by the Agent aienershe that of course these records, if any existed, 
were confidential.’ ; 


Mr. McCARTHY said -it may become necessary for him to establish the 
fact on Monday that GALARDI is or has been a member of the Communist Party in 
order to prevent him from prevailing in his petition. Mr. McCARTHY also ad- 
vised that Mr. DUTTON, representative of the Civil Service, has been contacted 


-concerning the matter and is now on his way to the USA's office. Mr. McCARTHY 


said that in view of the fact that this is an action against a representative 
of the Secretary of the Navy, named as respondent, he will, of course, try to 
knock it out on theigrounds that he has not exhausted all of his remedies that 
are otherwise available to him, but the possibility still exists that in the 
end he may_be compelled to prove that this man is or has been a Communist and 
for that“reason would like to have the office make arrangements, if it is at 
all possible, for him to have evidence to conteract the petition.

Mr, Gerald McCarthy, Asst. U, S. Attorney, Boston, called this office at 
1 poem, today to again discuss the subject matter of the memorandum pre- 
pared by Asst. Special Agent in Charge W. J. West today. Evidently pene 
in Mr. McCarthy's office at the tims, was the Commander of the Navy Yard 
and some other assistant, 


Hoe repeated that the Board or what resembles a Board, had this individual 
in for hearing on December 30th and gave him notice, that his services 
were to terminate on January: 20th. ’ 


A bill of complaint was filed on January 16th, asking for temporary in- 
junction anda restraining order against the Commander of the Navy Yard 
for the purpose of delaying the dismissal of the Subject, The argument 
on this is scheduled to take place on the same day.he wes scheduled to 

be discharged, namely, January 20, 1917. The action is under Title 18, 
Section 61 I, as previously recorded. 


Mr. McCarthy again indicated that he felt that he had sufficient remedy 

at the present time to have the action on the case delayed, but he ant— oo 
icipates that possibly at a later date this case might come up an court 

and the Government required to prove that the individual was a Communist \ 
member, - : 

Mr. McCarthy was asked whether the Navy officials were relying on in- 
formation furnished by us and he was not fully informed.He thought, 

however, that it had been received from Washington through ONI here at 

Boston, and went on to say that the Commander of the Navy Yard had been 

in touch with headquarters in Tashington and had been informed that they . 
were satisfied that this individual was a member of the Communist Party, 

and were in favor of his dismissing him, ‘The Navy here in Boston, ap~ 
parently has no indépendent kmoviledge that he 4s a member of the Communist 
Party. ~ . 


Asst. U, S, Attorney McCarthy was informed that we do not disclose our. _ 
source of information as he well mows, in this and other cases, in which 
confidential information is received, and that the Navy officials should 
be aware of this fact, I further informed him that some one from the Navy 
had called at this office recently and asked whether our information was 
‘considered reliable, and he was told that it was, and Asst. U. S, Attorney

Boston Navy Yard had called at this office on December 31, 1946, 
after notice had,been given this person, and.indicated his desire 
to learn whether the source of our information was a reliable one 
since they had taken action based upon information furnished them 

+ through the Navy, which apparently was based upon information fur-~ 
nished to the Navy by our Headquarters at Washington. Special Agent 
Robert Tonis merely indicated to Commander Spellman, who was 
accompanied by Reginald Savage, ONI, Boston, Massachusetts, that 
our information was reliable but he could not disolose ita source. 


Mr. Gerald J. McCarthy, Assistant United States Attorney, 
Boston, Massachusetta, called me on January 17, 1947, and indicated

20, 1947, and he was anxious te learn whether, if necessary, we 
would be able to disolose our source of information.

He stated he had 
appeared today in court and had the case ‘postponed until Priday, 
January 24, 1947. He has in the meantime filed an answer which he 
feels will be sufficient to have the case dismissed in the U. 8. 
District Court here when he appears before U. 8. District Court 
Judge Charles &. Wyszanski, It is his impression that the plaintiff 
has not exhausted all means of relief and that hie court action is 
premature. He expressed some concern over the likelihood, however, 
that this oase might ultimately come into court for review and was 
desirous of learning whether there was any possibility we might at 
a later date be able to reveal our source of information. He was 
told in the presence of the others that our information wes from a 
highly confidential source, was reliable, and would have to ve 
protected; that we could not under any circumstances reveal the 
identity of our informant in this case and that I doubted very 
seriously whether there would be any change in the Bureau's policy 
in this respect. He informed me he had been in touch with the 
Department and it is his impression a representative of the Depart- 
ment will appear in Boston to argue against the Motion this coming 
Priday.

Reference is made to your letter dated Jenuary 
20, 1947, and my letter to the Bureau on the samo date, 
relating to the above mentioned subject matter. 


Assistant U. 9. Attorney Gerald J. MoCarthy was 
informed of the provisions of Publio Law #808 of December 
17, 1942, in accordance with your instructions. He informed 
me that today the case came up for disposition and the court 
refused to issue a temporary restraining order restraining 
the Commander of the Navy Yard from separating, this person from 
his employment there. 


The court, however, dismissed the’ Motion to Diemiss 
filed by the government. 


A copy of the court's opinion will be obtained and 
furnished the Bureau as soon as it is available. In the meantime, 
however, the court stated din substance it would not consider the 
temporary injunction in the absence of evidence being produced 
by the plaintiff that the Communist Party was_not an organization 
contemplating or advocating the overthrow of the government, and 
under the oircumsteances the court will not interfere with the 
action already taken by the Navy. 


It is not known to Mr. McCarthy at the present tine 
wheat further action Attorney John L. Saltonstall, Jr. contemplates 
taking in conneotion with this matter, but the latter did indicate 
in his conversation with Mr, McCarthy that thie is an issue the 
Communist Party has been anxious to have settled for some time. 

He did not indicate at this time he contemplates introducing 
evidence sufficient to support the injunction in line with the 
Judge's comments, so he is unaware as to what further steps may de 
token with respeot to thie matter. The Bureau will be advised of 
any further developments dn connection with this case and a copy of 
the opinion when it is received here will be mailed to the Bureau.

MEMORANDUM OF DECISION by WYZANSKI, J. 


This case comes before me on defendant's motion to ces 
plaintiff's amended complaint. The following three pabsceapne 
summarize the substantial allegations of the complaint. 

Plaintiff, at least until December 13, 1946, was a civilian 
employee of the United States Department of the Navy. He held 
the position of machinist at the Boston Naval Shipyard which is 
admitted to be a Civil Service position, not, however, under 
the full coverage of the Classification Act. Being a veteran 
with service overseas in World War I he is and was a "preference 


eligible" within the meaning of the Veterans' Preference Act of 


1944, 5 U.S.C., Sec. 851, et seqe : bas +e XLG. ane

removal", This document began with references to Public Law 
252 of the 76th Congress (the Hatch Act) and NCPI 45.11, and 
included a paragraph reading as follows: 

"1. Evidence has been received which indicates 
that in 1945 and 1946 you were a member and secretary 
of dues and membership in the Communist Party, Malden 
Branch, Malden, Massachisette, and in 1944 you had 
membership in the Daily Worker Press Club of the 
Communist Party. The foregoing raises a reasonable 
doubt as to your loyalty to the Government of the 
United States." 

The notice concluded with a statement that the plaintiff 
was suspended without pay effective December 16, 1946, for a 
period of thirty days and thereafter would be removed. - The 
notice referred to certain administrative hearings which were 
said to be available. ‘ 

Pursuant to the aforesaid notice defendant was suspended 
December 16, 1946. — 

In court it was adwitted he would be removed Friday, January 
24, 1947, the original period of thirty days having been increased 
by agreement of counsel and without prejudice. 

January 15, 1947, plaintiff appealed to the Civil Service 
Commission. Neither the Civil Service Commission nor the Secretary 
of the Navy has completed official action on his case. 


Plaintiff originally sought to enjoin defendant from carrying 
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out the removal. He also sought and seeks a dceievatupy judg- 
ment of his employment rights and an order directing defendant 
to reinstate plaintiff. Plaintiff bottoms his case upon 
Section 14 of the Veterans' Preference Act of 1944 and upon the 
Hatch Act, 18 U.S.C., Sec. 61 (h). 

I grant the motion to dismiss for the following reasons: 

In so bax as plaintiff relies upon the Veterans' Preference 
Act I rule that he has failed to state a cause of action under 
that Act. Under Section 14, Congress gave to certain veterans 
rights which are subject to vindication primarily in a prescribed 
administrative forum. If a person is ever given a right toa 
judicial determination of ‘his privileges under that section, 
that right does not mature until he has exhausted his administrative 
remedies. Moreover, even if a right to judicial review' exists after 
administrative action is completed, the funetion of a dbiink would 
presumably be limited to determining whether there had been such 
a serious departure by the administrative authorities from appro- 
priate Constitutional and statutory standards as to warrant judi- 
cial intervention, Nothing in the Veterans' Act expressly or by 
implication authorizes a Court to take action at the preliminary 
stage which the proceedings in plaintiff's case have reached. 

In so far as plaintiff relies upon the Hatch Act, his complaint 
is far from clear. However, some of the uncertainty is removed by 
plaintiff's counsel's concession "that the reason stated by 


defendant in his notice of December 13, 1946, suspending plaintiff 
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was defendant's true reason for so acting." In short, plaintiff 
concedes that defendant ordered his removal on the ground that 
defendant believed him to be an officer of the Malden Branch 
of the Communist Party and therefore believed him to be disloyal. 
Following that concession, plaintiff's complaint, looked at 
in its most favorable Light, is that defendant's reference to 
"loyalty" was a pretext; that defendant in fact discharged plaintiff 
because he believed plaintiff was an officer of a political aaueys 
and such a discharge violates the Hatch Act. Even this favorable 
construction does not save the complaint. , 

Section 9 (a) of the Hatch Act as originally passed on 
August 2, 1939, 53 Stat. 1147, 1148 provided that "no officer 
or employee in the executive branch of the Federal Government, 
or any agency or department thereof, shall take any active part 
in political management or in political campaigns.". On July 19, 
1940, the Hatch Act was anended by adding Section 15 (54 Stat. 767, 
771) which reads as follows: 

“Sec. 15. The provisions of the Act which prohibit 
persons to whom such provisions apply from taking any 
active part in political management or in political 
campaigns shall be deemed to prohibit the same activities 
on the part of such persons as the United States Civil 
Series Commission has heretofore determined are at the 
time this section takes effect prohibited on the part of 


employees in the classified civil service of the United 
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States by the provisions of the civil service rules 
prohibiting such employees from taking any active 
part in political nanawanent or in political campaigns." 

The 1940 Civil Service Commission determinations to which 
reference was made in the foregoing section are set forth in United 
States Civil Service Commission document entitled "Political 
Activity and Political Assessments of Federal Officeholders and 
Employees", published January, 1944. It is stated in paragraph 18 
on page 10 of that document that “it is improper for" employees 
“to be officers of a (political) club or members or officers of 
any of its committees or to act as such." 

Because it puts the case in the light most favorable to the 
plaintiff, I shall start with the perhaps unwarranted assumption 
that I must disregard the 1940 amendment and the Civil Service Rules 
because defendant in his notice referred only to the 1939 Act. On 


that assumption, the issue is whether it was a violation of the 


1939 Hatch Act to discharge an employee because he was believed 

to be an officer of a political party or club. Plainly it was:mot 
a violation of that, law, since acting as an officer of a political 
club ue taking an “active part in political management." 

Whatever else it does the 1939 statute does not protect a 
Republican, a Democrat, or a Communist from discharge on the ground 
that he is or is believed to be an officer of a political club, or 
on the ground that he is or is believed to be aisloyal on that 


account. If the Act does protect an employee from discharge on 
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other grounds, the complaint at bar refers to no such grounds. 


Since plaintiff does not bring his action within the scope 
of either the Veterans! Preference statute or the Hatch Act, or 
any other Act of Congress, he fails to state a cause of action. 
In the absence ef specific statutory protection, a machinist 
in the United States Navy may be dismissed at pleasure. Myers ve. 
United States, 272U. 8. 52. _

Pursuant to your instructions, I attenced the forun held at the Community 
Church, Boston on the evening of January 25, 1956. The guest speaker 

for the evening wes Lire ALBIRT iLYGLGS,. identified as an instructor at_. 
Sinions College and Boston University. ire (i.YSLOS started by telling of 
his interest in human behavior ani of his curiosity on all issues and sides 
to every story. He stated that when he heard that the mussian Govermicnt 
was allowing tourists into Russic, then he wrote to ‘fshington and applied 
for a visas ifter a couple of months weit, he again wrote and within a weelc, 
he received a.favorable reply. 


He pointed out that his trip vas not sponsored by any person or organization, 
but went-on to adc. that ‘C.3B.S. had >rovided him with a novie canora and all 
the film. No stated that the entire expense was borne by hinself. He also 
mentioned that he could not spoak Russian, but did converse in French and 
Yiddish. He stated that he reccived the normal reception of any ‘tourist 
and went on to add that at.no tine was he avare of being followed. He con- 
mented on what he observed and whet his cxpericnces were. His entire tall 
yas pro and con; ho at no tine took’a definite stand one way, or the others 
He pointed out that living conditions were far below the imerican standard, 
mentioning that the avcrage salary ser Russian was approximately cquivalent 
to 3200.00, “merican money, TIricomce taxes are very low, rent is cheap, but 
the cost of clothing, shoes, and other wearing appercl were highe 


Transportation is difficult anc pleasure vchicles are few.e lost of the 
motor vehicles arc trucks and construction cquipment. Housing is difficult, 
but huge strides are being made in this ficld. Hospitals are well equipped, 
but again are below our standards. He statcd that the Russian Governnent 
has sade great steps’ toward 'onough for all', but in his opinion it would 
be twenty to thirty ycars before they could reach thcir goal. 


He cormented on the worlding people of the large nunbers of wonen found doing 
heavy manual labor. He then comented bricfly on religion and mentioned 
that the Russien Governnent did not forbid the practice, but they also did 
not encourage ite He pointcd out that everything is ovmed by the state, the 
land, buildings, etc. 11 constructions is with the consont of the govern- 
mont, therefore no new churches can be built or supported without their 
approval, which they will not gives

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"e cormnented on the behavior of several other /moricans who were 
present in Hoscow at the sane tine that he wes there. He referred to 
Reoresentative HOLT, who had been dctained and who alleged that a 
jussian officer had held a gun to his head. li. (AUSLIS stated that he 
was not a witness to the actual incident, but was familiar with ir. HOLT. 
Me Gre YSINS) pointee out that the congressman wes a vory rude and 
insulting person and he was quite sure that wiatever occurrec, then it 
yas brought on by hinself. Senator 2. IGF.UVR wes also mentioned and 
ir. I.YSLIS pointed out that he wes nost cordial to the Nussian people, 
shaling hands, srriling, talking, ctce and even ‘kissing Sabies. ‘'Porhaps 
he's running for some office!, was his comiont, but 'I can't understand 
how the Russian votes will help hin!,. 


Ze spoke briefly on the mental hospitals and how they were operated in 
Russia. He mentionec agein and again that his tour ves limited to within 
50 miles of (:scows tucrefore ne couldn't give an accurate picture of the 
situation thrinhout the country. He statec that he attended a couple of 
formal gatherings by cresting the parties and was never bothored in any

Following his lecture, ie .LiYSLGS showed sone 16 mm movies that he had 
taken in iioscow. He showed tie stores and shonping district in ioscoiy 
children playing in tho streots and yards, a ride dorm the main street 
ana a good deal on the recreation park in Moscoi.e He showed some slun 
area, but also sone new housing areas. Soe of the pictures preisod the 
Corzmmnistic advancenent in Russia and sone of it pointed out the lack of 
acconplishnentse 


Pollowing his showing of the picturos, he asked the audience if thoy had 
any questions. Inacdiately, several of the reguler mcmbors of the church 
attomated to spoak themselves, by asiring 2 qu-stion and then going on 
vith 'Don't you think that ctce ctce, and continuing by giving their 
conecpt of what conditions are in Russia, lire iD.%uL05S cid not agree with

One wonan, unknovm to this writer, askec if he didn't find the evcrage 
Tussien in a nore healthy condition than his “iecrican counterparte ire 
YSLAS stated that he cid noty in fact his opinion was contrary to that.

: LS would not agree on many points, the 
meeting was called to an end, although there were many spectators who had 
their hends raised as a signal fcr a question. 


In sy opinion, ite LS save an interesting talk covering his actual 
expericnecs and opinions. It ims not along the Lines of a true hard core 
communist. . :

Seotion 2(b), Public Law 769, bars payment of retirement 
anmity to porsons who knowingly and wilfully make false -. 
representations or conceal any material fact with respect to 
tale their past. or present membership in certain type organisations. 


Mr. Galeardi's Official Personnel Folder contains informa 
tion indicating that the charges preferred against him by the 
Navy Department were based on a FBI Boston, Massachusetts report 
dated August 7, 1946 to the District Intelligence Office, Boston, 
Massachusetts, In this connection Mr. Galardi was charged with 

a member and secretary of dues and membership of the Malden 
Branch of the Communist Party, Malden, Massaciusetts in 19h5 
and 196, and a member of the Daily Worker Presa Club of the 
Communist Party in 1944. During the Navy Department proceedings 
Mr. Galardi denied that he was ever a member of the Comounist 
Party but admitted that he had been a subscriber to the Dally 
~ Worker. 


1 In view of the fact that Mr. Galardi was reported to have 
; been a member of the Communist Party, the Commission mst make 
a determination as to whether Public Law 769 is applicable in 
. his case. Howover, the information contained in his Official 
: Personnel Folder is insufficient for such determination. It
